Historian and author; born in Bucharest, Romania, March 9, 1907; M.A., 1928, Ph.D., 1932, 
University of Bucharest; student, University of Calcutta, 1928-31; associate professor of faculty 
letters, University of Bucharest, 1933-39; cultural attache to Romanian legation, London, 1940- 
41; cultural conseiller to Romanian legation, Lisbon, 1941-44; visiting professor, Ecole des 
Hautes Etudes of the Sorbonne, 1946-48; president, Centre Roumain de Recherches, Paris, 
1950-55; Haskell lecturer, University of Chicago, 1956; visiting professor, history of religion, 
1956-57 and professor there since 1957; appointed Sewell L. Avery Distinguished Service Pro- 
fessor, 1962; president, American Society for the Study of Religion, 1963-67; written numerous 
books on the subject of mythology and religious symbolism, the most famous of which are 
Cosmos and History and The Sacred and the Profane.
